To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of 

the  Borough  of  Grantham. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health, 
sanitary  conditions,  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Borough  for  the 
year  1950. 

The  Birth  rate  continues  to  decline,  parallel  to  the  national 
trend  of  post-war  years,  but  is  still  substantially  above  the  national 
level. 

It  is  a matter  of  considerable  relief  that  the  Infant  Mortality 
Rate,  after  an  inexplicable  rise  of  30%  in  1949,  has  returned  to  the 
average  figure  for  the  country  as  a whole.  The  rate  of  29.9  per 
1,000  live  births  is  the  lowest  level  yet  reached  in  Grantham  and  a 
matter  for  congratulation  of  all  concerned.  Half  of  the  total 
deaths  (12)  under  12  months  occurred  in  the  first  month,  the 
majority  in  the  first  few  hours  or  days  of  life.  Half  of  this  latter 
neo-natal  rate  was  ascribed  to  congenital  abnormalities.  There 
is  a corresponding  decline  in  still-births,  the  total  of  3 being  again 
a record  low  figure.  For  the  third  year  in  succession  no  maternal 
death  was  recorded.  In  conjunction  with  the  previous  figures, 
and  only  one  case  of  puerperal  pyrexia,  this  demonstrates  the 
efficiency  of  the  medical,  nursing  and  other  services  provided. 

With  regard  to  Infectious  Diseases,  Grantham’s  experience 
in  1950  was  a fortunate  one.  Scarlet  Fever  and  Whooping  Cough 
showed  a 75%  decline  on  recent  years,  and  the  diseases  were  of  a 
mild  type  permitting  of  the  cases  being  nursed  at  home,  which 
reduces  the  risk  to  the  patient  as  well  as  the  pressure  on  hospital 
beds.  Measles  began  its  biennial  rise  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year. 
As  usual  the  majority  of  cases  occurred  among  the  recent  school 
entrants  and  fortunately  the  epidemic  was  not  attended  by  com- 
plications demanding  hospital  treatment,  and  there  were  no  deaths 
attributed  to  measles  as  such. 
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The  complete  absence  of  Diphtheria  for  a second  year  in 
succession,  though  highly  satisfactory  in  itself,  appears  to  be 
engendering  an  attitude  of  apathy  in  the  parents  of  many  infants 
towards  immunisation.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised 
that  no  community  is  safe  from  this  still  potentially  fatal  disease 
until  75%  of  children  under  5 have  been  immunised,  and  Grantham 
falls  well  below  this  figure. 

Only  one  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  confirmed  from  Grantham, 
in  spite  of  a high  prevalence  in  Kesteven  County  and  even  in  the 
neighbouring  Rural  District.  It  may  be  surmised  that  5 cases 
in  the  previous  year  represented  a much  more  widespread  infection 
of  the  population,  conferring  a temporary  communal  immunity. 

Apart  from  tuberculosis,  the  only  cause  of  death  among  the 
notifiable  Infectious  Diseases  was  Pneumonia;  five  deaths  occurred 
from  14  notified  cases.  These  figures  illustrate  the  efficacy  of 
the  new  chemotherapeutic  drugs  in  preventing  and  aborting  this 
disease;  and  also  their  inability  to  eliminate  its  menace  at  the 
extremes  of  life. 

24  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  were  notified.  This 
increase  of  5 cases  on  the  figures  for  1949  is  accounted  for  by  the 
new  cases  brought  to  light  by  the  successful  visit  of  the  Lincolnshire 
Mass  Radiography  Unit  in  July.  Both  the  individual  and  the 
community  benefit  by  diagnosis  at  an  earlier  and  more  readily 
treatable  stage  of  the  disease  and  it  is  hoped  that  subsequent  visits 
of  the  Unit  will  be  rewarded  by  even  greater  attendances  for  periodic 
X-ray  check  ups.  Dentists  have  long  demanded  annual  inspections 
and  the  integrity  of  our  lungs  surely  warrants  as  much  attention 
as  that  of  our  teeth. 

The  decline  in  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  continues; 
the  total  for  1950  was  § of  the  figure  for  1949  and  \ of  that  for 
1948.  It  can  be  no  accident  that,  as  in  1949,  deaths  have  decreased 
by  the  same  proportion  (J)  as  notification  of  new  cases  has  increased. 
It  would  be  remiss  not  to  mention,  with  gratitude,  in  this  connection, 
the  prompt  and  sympathetic  consideration  always  given  by  the 
Housing  Committee  to  rehousing,  where  necessary,  tuberculosis 
cases.  Apart  from  the  importance  of  securing  the  best  feasible 
living  conditions  for  the  individual  concerned,  this  measure  is 
one  of  the  most  rewarding  in  arresting  the  spread  of  this  disease. 

It  is  strongly  felt  in  this  department,  with  the  full  support  of 
the  Health  Committee,  that  the  time  has  come  when  grossly  unfit

housing  conditions  should  be  restored,  at  least  partially,  to  their 
pre-war  priority,  in  allocation  of  Council  Houses.  Our  records 
and  experience  show  that  overcrowding  has  declined  greatly  in  the 
last  few  years  but  the  effort  to  keep  pace  with  the  marriage  rate 
is  indeed  a wild  goose  chase,  as  marriages  are  twice  as  numerous 
as  new  houses  built.  Meanwhile  families  of  young  children,  whose 
parents  have  been  years  on  the  waiting  list,  are  reared  in  shameful 
circumstances.  It  is  quite  certain  that  recently  married  couples 
would  not  accept  the  living  conditions  which  a somewhat  older 
generation,  with  the  actual,  not  potential,  responsibilities  of  parent- 
hood, continue  to  endure,  on  the  grounds  that  “they  have  at  least 
a roof  over  their  heads.” 

The  campaign  to  secure  more  satisfactory  standards  of  clean- 
liness in  food  handling,  has  yielded  definite  results  in  the  past  year, 
but  all  too  slowly  and  with  too  many  premises  lagging  behind.  Until 
the  full  weight  of  public  opinion  and  demand  is  behind  the  efforts 
of  the  department,  a satisfactory  standard  cannot  be  expected. 
Notifications  of  food  poisoning  were  restricted  to  2 family  outbreaks 
of  2 cases  each,  but  it  is  generally  accepted  that  notifications 
represent  only  a very  small  percentage  of  actual  cases  as  these 
are  usually  too  mild  to  justify  calling  in  the  doctor. 

A very  essential  element  in  clean  food  production,  the  municipal 
abattoir,  has  long  been  grossly  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  Grantham. 
Progress  here  has  been  arrested  at  Ministerial  level,  but  encourage- 
ment from  the  central  authority  to  prepare  plans  offers  some  hope 
that  present  conditions  will  not  have  to  be  tolerated  indefinitely. 

In  conclusion,  I have  to  thank  the  Council,  and  in  particular 
its  Health  Committee,  for  their  interest  and  support;  my  colleagues 
in  other  departments  for  their  great  help  and  forbearance;  and 
the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  hard  work 
and  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

Health  Authority;  the  following  list  is  retained  for  purposes  of 
information. 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 

Home  Nursing  and  domiciliary  midwifery  is  still  carried 
out  by  the  District  Nurses  stationed  at  the  District  Nurses’  Home, 
Castlegate. 

HOME  HELPS 

Help  for  cases  of  illness  and  maternity  cases  is  provided  through 
the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  40,  Westgate. 
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GENERAL  HOSPITALS 

• The  Grantham  General  Hospital  and  the  Hillview  Hospital, 
Dysart  Road,  cater  for  the  needs  of  the  area. 

MATERNITY  HOSPITALS 

Maternity  accommodation  is  provided  at  the  above  two 
hospitals. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITALS 

There  being  no  isolation  hospital  in  the  immediate 
neighbourhood,  accommodation  when  required  has  to  be  sought 
in  neighbouring  areas. 

TUBERCULOSIS  HOSPITALS 

Sanatorium  treatment  for  cases  requiring  it  is  arranged  by 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  who  are  now  responsible  for  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 


TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS 

(a)  PROVIDED  BY  THE  KESTEVEN  COUNTY  COUNCIL  : 
Ante-natal  Clinics  : 

At  40,  Westgate,  on  alternate  Mondays. 

Child  Welfare  : 

Six  clinics  weekly  held  at  the  Clinic,  40,  Westgate  — Dr. 
in  attendance  once  weekly. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  : 

At  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  on  Tuesday  afternoons,  and  at 
clinics  held  at  specially  arranged  times  for  reinforcing 
doses.  Free  immunisation  can  also  be  arranged  with  general 
practitioners. 

School  Clinics  : 

Beaconfield.  Minor  ailments  daily  9.30  a.m.  to  12  noon. 
Dr.  in  attendance  Tuesday  9.30  a.m.  Specialist  services  by 
appointment. 
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Day  Nursery  : 

The  Day  Nursery,  St.  Catherine’s  Road,  provides  for  children 
of  working  parents.  At  present  there  is  a considerable  waiting 
list. 

(b)  PROVIDED  BY  THE  REGIONAL  HOSPITAL 
AUTHORITY  : 

Tuberculosis  : 

A weekly  session  is  held  by  the  Chest  Physician  in  the  Grantham 
Hospital  Out-Patients’  Department,  on  Monday  morning. 

Venereal  Diseases  : 

A weekly  session  is  held  in  the  Out-Patients’  Department  of 
Grantham  Hospital,  on  Wednesdays  at  10  a.m. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Bacteriological  investigations  are  amply  provided  for  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  St.  Anne’s  Road,  Lincoln. 
All  necessary  chemical  analyses  are  done  by  Mr.  W.  W.  Taylor, 
Public  Analyst,  Nottingham. 


REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 

of  the  Borough  of  Grantham. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  district  and  work  of  the  department  for  the 
year  1950.  Two  major  aspects  of  public  health  work,  viz., 
amelioration  of  unfit  housing  conditions  and  improvement  of 
food  hygiene  standards  perhaps  call  for  special  comment,  and 
efforts  in  this  direction  were  and  will  continue  to  be  intensified. 
In  a special  report  to  the  Health  Committee  it  was  pointed  out 
that  the  diminishing  number  of  complaints  received  relating  to 
overcrowding  indicated  that  this  problem  was  considerably  less 
acute  as  a result  of  the  extensive  post  war  house  building  programme, 
and  that  the  time  now  appeared  to  be  appropriate  to  review  the 
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possibility  of  giving  greater  priority  to  the  rehousing  of  families 
from  unfit  houses,  by  allowing  a fixed  percentage  of  house  lettings 
to  be  scheduled  for  such  purpose;  thus  affording  an  opportunity 
of  proceeding  systematically  with  a small  but  progressive  programme 
of  clearing  dwellings  which  have  long  been  unfit  for  human 
habitation.  In  a further  report  attention  was  directed  to  the 
unsatisfactory  housing  conditions  existing  in  the  Inner  Street 
area  where  the  minimum  number  of  houses  requiring  condemnation 
is  known  to  be  forty.  The  question  of  the  most  satisfactory  method 
of  dealing  with  this  area  was  still  under  discussion  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

Again  your  Sanitary  Officers  devoted  a considerable  amount 
of  time  towards  securing  better  food  hygiene  standards,  inspection 
of  all  types  of  food  preparation  rooms  and  food  stores  were  carried 
out  on  a more  intensive  scale  than  hitherto;  a recommended  code 
of  practice  relating  to  hygienic  standards  for  premises  and  handling 
in  respect  of  the  bakery  and  confectionery  businesses  was  sent  to 
all  persons  conducting  these  trades.  Byelaws  were  adopted  by 
the  Council  for  securing  the  observance  of  sanitary  and  cleanly 
conditions  and  practices  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping 
and  delivery  of  food  sold  or  intended  for  sale  for  human  consumption, 
and  in  connection  with  the  sale  or  exposure  for  sale  in  the  open 
air  food  intended  for  human  consumption.  Copies  of  extracts 
from  these  bye-laws  were  circulated  to  all  food  traders  or  prop- 
rietors of  food  preparing  premises,  many  of  whom  have  not  yet 
realised  their  obligations  under  the  bye-laws.  Much  work  and 
constant  vigilance  will  be  required  before  the  standard  of  all  food 
premises  and  methods  of  food  handling  can  be  considered  satis- 
factory throughout  the  borough. 

The  remainder  of  this  report  is  mainly  necessarily  statistical 
but  will  nevertheless  be  indicative  of  the  duties  performed  to  protect 
and  safeguard  public  health  in  the  borough. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

There  was  no  cause  for  concern  at  any  time  during  the  year 
as  to  the  quantity  of  water  available  for  the  needs  of  the  town’s 
consumers. 

19  routine  check  samples  taken  from  the  public  supply  at 
varying  intervals  showed  that  the  bacterial  quality  of  the  water 
was  satisfactory. 
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A full  report  made  by  the  Analyst  upon  a sample  of  water 
from  the  public  supply  in  April,  1950  is  given  hereunder  : —

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water  from  the  public  mains  although  many  do  not  possess  an 
internal  water  supply.  A progressive  policy  of  dealing  with  such 
cases  has  been  adopted  and,  as  a result  of  action  taken  by  the 
Department  during  1950,  42  houses  were  provided  with  an  internal 
water  supply  in  lieu  of  outside  stand  taps. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Sewerage  work  completed  in  1950  included  560  yards  of 
surface  water  sewer  in  Harrowby  Lane  which  was  provided  to 
remedy  nuisance  caused  by  flooding  at  certain  properties  during 
storm  periods;  an  extension  of  the  Harlaxton  Road  foul  sewer 
was  also  carried  out. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

No  conversions  of  pail  closets  were  carried  out  but  of  the  37 
still  remaining  work  was  due  to  be  commenced  at  the  earliest 
opportunity  at  eight  houses  in  the  Gonerby  Hill  Foot  area. 

The  scheme  for  removal  of  night  soil  at  twice  weekly  intervals 
continued  to  operate  satisfactorily. 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE 

No  change  took  place  in  the  refuse  collection  service  but 
atrocious  weather  conditions,  a high  sickness  rate  amongst  the 
employees,  and  extreme  difficulty  in  recruiting  suitable  labour 
for  this  type  of  work  were  some  of  the  factors  which  interfered 
with  the  efficiency  and  frequency  of  collection  during  the  winter 
months.  Very  few  complaints  were  received,  however,  of  the 
service  given. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  was  mainly  by  incineration  at  the 
Destructor  Works  where  one  cell  was  relined  with  new  firebricks 
in  July.  Surplus  refuse  which  could  not  be  handled  at  the  Destruc- 
tor continued  to  be  tipped  at  the  Dysart  Road  tip,  which  will 
probably  last  a further  three  years.  As  the  yield  of  refuse  is 
increasing  year  by  year,  the  need  to  modernise  and  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  Destructor  Works  or  find  additional  tipping  sites 
becomes  more  apparent. 

Total  income  from  sales  of  salvaged  materials  during  1950 
was  £1374  9 0d.,  and  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the 
recovery  of  these  materials  was  being  intensified. 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

No  sites  were  licensed  during  the  year  for  the  use  of  moveable 
dwellings,  and  no  action  was  required  in  respect  of  dwelling  vans, 
although  from  time  to  time  complaints  were  received  of  nuisance 
caused  by  gipsies  occupying  land  in  Sheep  Wash  Lane.  As  their 
stay  was  only  usually  for  two  or  three  days  very  little  could  be  done 
to  deal  with  this  matter  effectively,  but  invariably  the  site  is  left 
in  a very  untidy  and  sometimes  offensive  condition.  Some  provision 
of  properly  controlled  sites  throughout  the  country  for  the  use  of 
these  itinerant  dwellers  seems  desirable. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  1949 

This  Act  came  into  operation  on  the  31st  March  1950  and  one 
Operator  is  engaged  full  time  on  rodent  control  duties.  It  was 
not  found  necessary  to  serve  any  notices  under  the  Act,  the  work 
indicated  below  was  all  carried  out  by  arrangement  with  occupiers.

It  is  most  satisfactory  to  record  that  a noteworthy  improve- 
ment in  milk  distribution  in  the  borough  took  place,  resulting  in 
the  almost  complete  cessation  of  the  unhygienic  method  of  selling 
loose  milk  from  handcans.  The  local  dairymen  by  general  agree- 
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ment  adopted  a policy  of  supplying  only  bottled  milk  to  their 
customers  and  their  progressive  attitude  in  this  respect  merits 
full  approval  and  congratulations. 

Regular  sampling  of  milk  supplies  was  carried  out  through 
the  year. 

38  samples  of  ungraded  milk  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Lincoln,  where  they  were  subjected  to  a 
Methylene  Blue  Reductase  Test.  On  the  results  obtained  35 
samples  were  of  the  standard  equivalent  to  that  of  Accredited 
Milk  and  only  3 samples  were  considered  unsatisfactory. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  County  Sanitary  Officer,  seventy 
milk  samples  were  obtained  for  examination  for  Tubercle  Bacilli, 
and  one  only  was  reported  to  be  positive.  This  was  duly  reported 
to  the  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries 
who  took  the  necessary  action. 

(b)  THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  (PASTEURISED 
AND  STERILISED  MILK)  REGULATIONS,  1949. 

The  one  pasteurising  establishment  in  the  Borough  was  visited 
regularly,  and  16  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken.  One 
of  these  samples  failed  to  comply  with  the  required  legal  standard, 
and  this  was  referred  to  the  licensing  authority,  viz.  the  County 
Council,  for  investigation. 

A high  percentage  of  milk  sold  in  the  town  is  now  pasteurised 
before  distribution. 

The  number  of  dealers’  licences  issued  authorising  the  use 
of  the  designation  “Sterilised”  in  relation  to  milk  sold  from  their 
premises  was  2.

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  E.  T.  Hawley,  Chief  Weights  & Measures 
Inspector,  Kesteven  County  Council,  for  the  following  information 
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and  statistics  relating  to  sampling  of  food  commodities  in  the 
Borough  of  Grantham. 

“Of  the  407  samples  obtained  in  the  County  during  the  year, 
95  were  taken  in  the  Borough  of  Grantham.  This  is  slightly  higher 
than  in  previous  years  (71  in  1948  and  65  in  1949)  but  the  increase 
is  explained  by  the  number  of  Milk  samples  taken.  On  one  occasion 
samples  were  taken  at  the  Co-operative  Society’s  depot  from  some 
52  producers.

With  the  exception  of  one  of  the  samples  of  Pork  Sausages,  all 
these  samples  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

The  Milk  samples  obtained  during  the  year  were  uniformly 
good,  the  average  composition  being  well  above  the  standard  of 
3.0%  fat  and  8.5  % solids  mentioned  in  the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations. 
The  actual  figures  for  Grantham  were  3.65  % fat,  and  8.95  % solids- 
not.fat. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect  of  one  of  the 
samples  of  Pork  Sausages,  which  were  certified  by  the  Public 
Analyst  to  contain  only  40.4%  of  meat,  instead  of  the  minimum 
of  50%.  A fine  of  £2  was  imposed.

All  samples  classified  as  Grades  3 and  4 were  investigated  and 
follow-up  samples  showed  improved  results.  Four  of  those  class- 
ified as  Grade  4 were  follow-up  samples  taken  from  one  manufacturer 
whose  sterilisation  of  utensils  was  found  to  be  at  fault.  Improved 
methods  of  sterilisation  were  recommended  to  this  manufacturer 
and  subsequent  samples  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  although  21  premises  are  registered 
for  the  sale  of  loose  ice-cream,  of  these  15  actually  only  retail 
pre-packed  ice-cream. 

The  hygienic  standard  of  the  ice-cream  trade  operating  in 
the  borough  was,  generally  speaking,  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

(c)  INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  PREMISES. 

In  the  borough  there  are  31  premises  registered  for  the  pre- 
paration and  manufacture  of  sausage,  cooked  meats,  etc.,  24 
bakehouses,  18  fish  frying  premises,  and  12  cafes  and  snack  bars. 
In  addition,  there  are  a number  of  canteens  and  other  catering 
premises  which  were  visited  from  time  to  time.  As  mentioned 
earlier  in  this  report,  the  inspection  of  food  premises  was  intensified 
and  the  number  of  visits  made  is  shown  on  page  17.

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  Government  controlled  slaughterhouse  in  Inner  Street 
continued  to  be  used  for  slaughtering  of  all  animals  for  human 
consumption  in  this  district  and  caters  for  a population  of  some 
40,000.  In  view  of  complaints  concerning  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  of  the  slaughterhouse  and  its  inadequacy,  a deputation 
was  appointed  from  the  Health  Committee  to  meet  representatives 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food  on  this  matter,  together  with  the  question 
of  establishing  a municipal  abattoir  in  Grantham.  The  deputation, 
whilst  receiving  much  help  and  information  from  the  officers  of 
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the  Ministry  of  Food,  was  unable  to  secure  a definite  undertaking 
concerning  the  possibility  of  erecting  a new  abattoir  in  Grantham, 
although  it  was  suggested  that  it  might  be  advisable  to  take  steps 
towards  the  preparation  of  plans.  A suitable  site  for  the  erection 
of  an  abattoir  has  been  provisionally  earmarked.
